Who Was Hankering After Commissioner- 
ship of the Land Office—The Enemies 
of Dr. Arnold at Work. 


Wasninoton, April 24.—The president has 
some Tartarsin his besides Blaine. 
Recently Secretary Noble sent tothe president 
the name of ex-Governor Stone, of Iowa, for 
the appointment of commissioner of the gen- 
eral lant office. Governor Stone was so sure 
ofthe appointment that he came around the 
land oflice and began to study the methods of 
business. Hecould be found almost any day 
in the commissioners’ oftice, and clerks inter- 
preted this as an evidence of his future 
appointment. Some of them who ecoddled him 
received intimations that they would 
be favored later on. Tha secretary of the 
interior was astonished a day or two 
since to receive from-the president an intima- 
tion that General Stone was hardly up to the 
desired standard, General Noble went up to 
the white house and inquired what kind of a 
man the presideut wanted. The president re- 
plied that he wanted a lawyer familiar with 
land and railway tegislation, who had no cor- 
poration inclinations, and who was the equal 
of lawyers who were employed by. the western 
railroads. 

General Noble replied that the salary was 
only $5,000 per year, and that the railways 
paid three or four times that amount to their 
leading counsel. The president insisted and 
tnen General Noble said: 

‘Mr. President, you must not expect me to 
make any further recommendations for the 
place. lam certain I cannot find aman who 
possesses the qualifications that you demand 
who will accept the situation. You must find 
him yourself.’”’ 

The interview ended on this basis, and the 
president has not yet discovered the phenome- 
non he is after. 

Senator Allison went to the white house to 
day to make a final appeal for Governor Stone, 
but he did not come away much encouraged. 

The enemies of Dr. Arnold, who are here 
opposing his appointment as collector of inter- 
nalreventie, are, it would seem, getting in 
their work in a manner that means _ business. 
A treasury official, in speaking of the matter 
today to THr ConsTITUTION correspondent, 
Said that it began to look as though the secre- 
tary of the treasury will bo compelled to take 
notice of the charges, as they reflect most upon 
the standing of the applicant, in view of the 
fact that the administration is in search of the 
best men in the south to fill offiees; that Dr. 
Arnold must, if necessory, stand the test of a 
close and critical examination before his case 
can be acted upon. 

Dr. Arnold and his friends claim, however, 
that the charges are groundless and they court 
the fullest investigation with the firm belief 
that Secretary Windom will not be so foolish 
as to be gove red by suc h _ foolish charges.

The ne xt three or four witnesses merely 
established the identity of the body found as 
May Hawes and described the surroundings of 
the lake where it was found. It was shown 
by these witnesses that when the body was 
taken from the lake there was no discharge of 
water from the mouth as usual iu the case of 
drowning. 

TESTIMONY OF THE DOCTORS, 

Dr. Cunningham Wilson, the county physi- 
cian, who conducted the autepsy, was then 
called. He said from the autopsy he would 
say the death of May Hawes was caused by 
cutting off fresh air from the lungs either by 
strangulation or drowning. He thought that 
the child had been dead about twelve hours 
when he examined the body early in the fore- 
noon. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Wilson said he 
would not say that to the best of his judgment 
death was caused by drowning, because some 
of the symptoms of drowning were absent. He

In Tur ATLANTA ConsTITUTION of Sunday 
Mr. J, G. Thrower publishes a card concerning his 
damage suit against Mr. Barker, complaining that 
great injustice has been done to him by that paper 
by publishing allthe testimony that bore against 
himand none forbim, and that this publication 
uncorrected had placed himina very unfavorable 
light before the world. 

I wish tostate, in the beginning, that the result

He publishes two affidavits—one made by Mrs.

“Saturday Night 8ketches,’’ and signed Charles 8t.

Found in a Pine Thicket Twelwe Miles 
From Macon—More Companies Enter 
the Macon Drill. 

Macon, Ga., April 24.—[Special.]—‘Was 
Bob Cheves drunk or crazy when he cut his 
throat this morning from ear to ear in an at- 
tempt to commit suicide?’ is the question 
being asked today by his relatives and friends. 

It is said that Cheves had not drank in a 
week, but prior to that time drank consider- 
able whisky. Cheves is about thirty years 
old, a carpenter and resided in Kast Macon. 
Hiis father is a grocer, and with his wifé and 
children lives at 1227 Second street. 

Cheves was last seen in Macon vyester- 
day morning about 10 o’clock. When 
moxt seen he was found by 
pone little children this morning at 
eight o'clock lying on his face and covered 
with bicod, ina pine thicket in the Warrior 
<listrict, about twelve miles from Macon. 
They heard groans and going to see what was 
the matter, found Cheves. They instantly 
gave tio alarm, and amicun the first to respond 
was Mr. Charlie Jones. He turned Cheves 
over ov his face and found that 
his throat had been terribly cut from ear to 
ear, and had bied agreat quantity of blood. 
in fact, his body and the ground were soaked 
With the life fluid. 

It is hardly possible that Cheves can live, so 
great has been the loss of blood. 

Cheyes told Jones that he had 
been pur ‘sued from Macon 
by al j ifurlated mob of men who had threat- 
ened to mutilate him, and to escape their 
murdcrous eco he had cut his own throat, 
and so savage was the attempt that the knife 
dropped from his hand, and in the darkness 
he could not find it and end his life 
fie had intended to sever 
the jogular vein. Ho cut himself 
about 4 o'clock this _ "ning. 

The tidings were brought to Macon about 
moon today and communicated to Sheriff West- 
cott and the parents of Cheves. At last ac- 
counts Chevyes was alive, but his death is ex- 
pected, 

Of course he was not pursued by any mob.

losing about eight hundred dollars ainonth. In order 
to put it in posiiion to get out a first class paper and 
‘t competition it was necessary to increase its 
lebtedness by an expenditure of $5,000 
on its plant to issue it every day fn 
the week, and publish in its columns the full Asso~ 
c'ated Press dispatches All this was done, 
although theonly mx ney that was put into the 
business during the time was $1,200, received on 
unpaid subscriptions to the capital stock of the 
company. 

In a year and a half the peers. of the paper 
has been doubled, and it bas established a splendid 
business. While its inde>btednest has increased 

&7,000 in that time, its assets have increased $12,000. 
So that while it is§ unable to pay its 
indebtedness and carry on its business, it 
is in better shape by $5,000 than it was eighteen 
months ago, and its jValue asa picce of newspaper 
property is more than twice now what it was then. 
The Etiquirer-Sun today is worth two dollars for 
every ove it owes, and it will certainly sell for 
much more than the amount of its indebtedness. 
Although the increase in, and the volume of, the 
paper’s business was about all that could be hoped 
for, under the circumstances, it was found 
necessary. some time ago, to obtain a large 
loan on long time or else let it be 
sold.

MATED BY TELEGRAPH. 


The Stockholders Meet Here Today~—The Option 
Expires Today and the Parties Telegraph They 
Will Take the Property, But Cannot Be Here 
Today,

It is thought that the famous Etowah prop- 
erty of 17,000 acres has been sold by the 
Atlanta syndicate to eastern parties for $190,- 

Iwo months ago an option was given on 
the property at that price to Thomas Parks, 
of Nashville, and Mr. Buzbey, of Boston, 
who are understood to represent and be inter- 
ested with iron men of New York. 

The option expired onthe 1st of April, but 
by request was extended twenty-five days and 
@xpires today. 

Day before yesterday Dr. J, W. Rankin, 
the president of the Allanta syndicate, re- 
ceived a telegram from Nashville to the effect 
that the parties would take the property, but 
could not be here on the 25th, and would like 
afew daystime. Dr. Rankin replied that the 


| stockholders would probably confirm the trade 


when they met toda 

This is as far as the matter has gone. No 
money has been paid, and for that reason it 
can hardly be said that the trade is closed be- 
yond peradventure. It is probable, however, 
that the property has ~ been 
sold. The stockholders meet in 
Atlanta today and some definite action will be 
taken, although it is said that the meeting was 
called primarily to transact other business. 

The parties to whom this option was given, 
also have an option on 2,000 acres of land one 
mile north of, Cartersville, where it is proposed 
to lay off a town and erect iron and ferro man- 
ganese furnaces, 

The Etowah tract is on the river of that 
name, two to six milessouth of Cartersville, 
and isone of the richest mineral properties 
in nortl: Georgia. The land has rich deposits 
of manganese and iron ore unusually low in 
phosphorus, a quality which makes it specially 
adapted to the manufacture of steel. 

Before the war a car of iron from the old 
Cooper iron works on this property was shipped 
to Colt’s factory and converted into steel, 
which was tested in the gpa: ture of arms, 
under the supervision of Mr. West, w ho 
was at that time anovtsiaacbaies of Colt’s 
factory 

A Colts revolver made of that steel was re- 
turned to the then proprietor of the Kotwah 
works, the late Mark A. Cooper, and was in 
his possession at the time of his death. That 

was the first steel made from Georgia iron. 

‘he Etawah works at that time included 
two charcoal furnaces, a rolling mill and large 
flouring mills, four miles of railroad and a 
town of some five hundred people. The 
rolling mill was one of the 
first in the south and the planing mills among 
tho largest. Power was supplied by dams 
across the river, which has fall enough to 
supply 11,000 horse power. 

‘he property was sold shortly before tho 
war toa Savaunah co mpany, headed by the 
Welders and Me ssrs. Cunningham and Villa- 
longa. It was leased by the confederate gov- 
ernment which used it for making cannon, mule 
shoes and other articles needed in the war. It 
was buta few miles off Sherman’s line of 
march and he visited the place with fire and 
left his grim sentinels, some of which are still 
standing, tomark thespot where houses and 
hearth: stones used to be. 

Two years ago the Savannah company sold 
the property to the Atlanta company for 
$125,000, and immediately after there was 4 
brisk demand for shares, and considerable 
stock wassold ona basis of two for one, or 
$250,000 for the property.

We print elsewhere a letter from a colored 
man in regard to the position the negroes 
occupy in the north and in the south. It 
is a very well-written letter, and the writer 
thereof seems to have come toa clear un- 
derstanding of the lack of sympathy that 
exists and must exist between the northern 
people and the negroes.

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A Champion of Education, 
In an interview with Hon. Martin V. 
Calvin, published in the Augusta Chronicle, 
Chancellor Boggs, of the State University, 
takes the position that the rental of the 
State road ought to be devoted tothe cause of 
education. He thinks that of the $300,000 
received from this source, $200,000 should 
be devoted to the common school system of 
the state and the remaining $100,000 should 
be given to the university proper at Athens 
and the branch colleges.

It is probable that no such display of the 
elements has ever Startled the people of this 
city. There was much to strike terrorin the 
thunder, in the flashes of lightning, in the 
roaring. wind, in the driving rain, and in the 
fierce peating of millions of hailstones. 

The rain swept almost horizontally from 
west to east, and amounted to a young deluge. 
In just twelve minutes there was a rainfall of 
1.21 inches. The hail fall was rapid and over- 
whelming, resembling the continuous rattle of 
musketiy, the big white stenes striking the 
streets with pitiless: force and being banked 
several inches deep by the rushing rain. 

The velocity of the wind was tremendous. 
For five minutes of the time it traveled at 
the fearful speed of fifty-two miles an hour! 

In all respects the storm was extracrdinary, 
and the belief was universal tha! it was 
the result of a -cyclone somewhere 
north, northwest of Atlanta. , 

But investigation at the signal service sta- 
tion developed the fact that it was a local 
storm caused by unequal temperature. 

The storm seems to have been confined to 
Atlanta. Passengers coming in on the late 
afternoon trains from all directions were sur- 
prised to hear of it. It had been raining along 
the lines of road, but there had been no hail 
and wind.

At Forepaugh’s dime circus, on§the Mark- 
ham house lot, there was a panic.

OTHER DAMAGES. 

A newsewer thatis being constructed in 
the deep ravine on Irastreet was badly dam- 
aged, the pipe being displaced and a good deal 
of brick work washed away. 

Fences were blown down in various portions 
of the city, and gardens suffered pretty se- 
verely during the progress of the storm. 

The team attached to Forepaugh’s band 
wagon ran away coming down the street, and 
dashed into the barroom of Vaughn’s, tearing 
down the awning and shaking thingsup gen- 
erally. A squad of police officers happened to 
be on hand and stopped the frightened horses. 

CAR STABLES FLOODED, 

The Metropolitan street car stables on Fair 
street, at the foot of Loyd, were tlooded. 
There is a fill there made in grading, and it 
acted asa dam forthe rushing torrent that 
came sweeping down, forming a lake that rose 
so rapidly that the stablemen cut the mules 
loose for fear they might be drowned. 

The mules scambled out through water three 
feet deep tothe higher ground, and the lake 
still remains and looks rather queer with the 
houses surrounded by several feet of water 
right in the heart of the city. 

A CHURCH DESTROYED. 

During the progress of the storm an unusually 
wild gust struck the rear of the Lra street mis- 
sion of the Second Baptist church building. 
and for an instant the large frame structure 
swayed from side to side, and then came down 
with a crash. 

The frame work was shivered and splintered 
into a million fragments, and hardly any of the 
material can be utilized for anything but 
kindling wood. 

‘The church was erected four years ago, and 
but a short time since there was an addition 
erected in the rear, making it sixty feet long 
by twenty-four feet in width. It cost between 
$500 and $1,000, and was the work of the. be- 
nevolent members of the Second Baptist 
church, 

AT THE CAPITOL. 

Governor Gordon watched the storm from 
the windows of his office. He said that it was 
the heaviest fall of rain and hail that he had 
ever seen. Comptroller Wright said that he 
expected the building to be blown down every 
minute. Several occupants say that the old 
capitol creaked and trembled like a shipina 
storm. 

CARRIED HALF A SQUARE, 

A large cart at the Mitchell street entrance 
of the American Press association was lifted 
into the air and blown across Pryor street and 
hurled to the ground. 

AT THE UNION DEPOT. 

The beating of the hailstones on the zine roof 
sounded like the roar of artillery. The rush 
of water from Pryor street crossing flooded the 
floor, sweeping through the building like a 
river. In several places the force of the cur- 
rent locsened and ftioated the planks. Scores 
of big ratswere washed out of their hoies 
and were drowned. 

SNAPPED OFF, 

The wind snapped off about ten feet of the 

top of the great telegraph pole 


F at 3he corner of Wall and Pryor streets, near 


Durand’s restaurant. It was fully six inches 
thick, and in falling was caughtin a twisted 
and tangled network of wires and held dang- 
ling over the sidewalk. 

AT THE KIMBALL, 
the water flowed through the grand skylight 
and came splashing down upon the rotunda, 
flooding it to the depth of severalinches, and 
stampeding a number of people. 

A WHIRLPOOL. 

At Silver Spring crossing, Ponce de Leon 
circle, there isa small culvert that admits the 
passage of the water in all ordinary freshets. 
But yesterday it was inadequate, and the 
water arose toa level with the embankment. 
As the waters went rushing through the cul- 
vert thoy formed a whirlpool that frequently 
spouted up to the height of a man’s head. 

A BOY’S PERIDB. 

The youngest son of Mr. John Ryan, a little 
fellow of eight or ten years of age, was caught 
in the storm while riding horseback along 
Peachtree street. The hail was beating down 
on him when he was discovered by Mr. Jlm 
Cashin, who took tho horse by the bridle and 
led him into the doorway of the Big Bonanza 
saloon, and kept him there until the storm had 
spent its fury. 

The little fellow was pelted pretty roughly 
by the big hailstones, but he stood it bravely. 

A TOUGH TIME. 

Dr. Fox was in his oftice, on Alabama street, 
during the storm and came very near being 
washed away. The water rushed through the 
skylight and was soon about eight inches deep 
on the floor. Everything in the recom was 
thoroughly drenched. and the doctor had a 
tough time in his efforts to keep out of the 
tlood. The damage to his oftice furniture was 
Slight. 

THE ELECTRIC WIRES. 

The falling of the wall at the Jackson build- 
ing broke several of the electric wires. and for 
the safety of the firemen working below the 
wires attached to the post near the building 
were cut. This ledto the shutting off of a 
number of electric lights in the center of the 
city for several hours. At midnight, however, 
specia] wires had been putin place, and the 
lights were on as usual. 

DAMAGE ON HUNTER STKEET, 

The houses on the lower end of West Hunter 
Street, where it crosses the Central railroad, 
were flooded with water by the sudden rain- 
fall, and some of the basements were filled. 
The water drain was stopped or overtlowed, 
and the water backed up into the houses, 
doing considerable damage and giving the 
people a lively scramble to get out of the wet.

THE LUILDING HAD BEEN CONDEMNED 
and Mayer Glenn had ordered the walls torn 
down. Captain Harry Jackson, the owner of 
the building, though the city had exclusive 
charge of the wreck, had ordered lumber 
brought and closed a contract for the tearing 
down of the wall, believing that the city should 
be aided and the work done at once. 

The walls were cracked and leaning, but no 
sudden co lla apse was expected. A close watch 
was kept, however, as the work went on. 

About twenty minutes past four o’clock it 
began rainiug. There was little or no wind at 
first and the work went on. 

Safety ropes had been stretched around the 
building, and on the opnvosite side of Pryor 
street, in the shelter of the Metropolitan hotel, 
ny number of people had stopped and were 
watching the work.

About fifteen minutes past nine Howell’s 
body was found. 

It was inside, about ten feet from the door. 
The face had been bruised considerably, but 
the injuries couid not have caused im medi ate 
death. The ruins nad so fallen over him that 
he could move slightly, and he probably lived 
fur several seconds after he was entombed. 

The body was carried to Swift’s undertaking 
establishment, whére Leach’s had already been 
carried.

STORY OF THE CASE. 

The story of the case is a queer one. 

Qn February 27 Dr. Lindley went to Maddox 
and Kucker and hypothecated a certificate of 
fifty shares of stock in the Farmers’ Improve- 
mentand Savings asso: fation, on whfch he 
obtained a loan of $350 on sixty day’s time. 

The certificate was siiown Mr. A. D. Adair, 
pre sident of the association, who pronounce d 
it genuine without making a close examina- 
tion. 

The reason for that was th at Dr. Lindley 
was secretary of the association, and Mr. 
Adair knew that he held fifty shares of the 
gtocK., 

IT WAS NUMPER NINE. 

The certificate was markad ‘‘No. 

That was the thing that led to the develop- 
ment of the sens: 

A few days ago Mr. Adair was talking with 
Mr. A. EK. Thornton, of the Neal Loan and 
aiggpnaoe y compan) and found that 
Ii idlev had also hypothecated 
fifty Pat s with that bank obtaining 8300, 
due on April 15. 

“No. ©’ appeared on this c@rtific ate. 

Mt fair looked at it close ly and SAW that 
it was genuine. Hethen wentto Maddox & 
tucker and took another look at the certificate 
held by them, and pronounced the signature 
on thata forgery. The A’s were just like Mr. 
Adair’s own hanawriting, but the d’s were not,

In the stub book kept by Mr. 
one stub marked “No, %,”’ and this showed 
that it had been issued to Dr. LindJey, and was 
the only one that had been issued to bim. 

There was only one stub amiss in the book, 
and that was No, 1l, which Dr. Lindiey ex- 
plained by saying that he had filled out some 
shares for a man who had decided 
afierwards to take more, and that he had just 
transferred it to another certificate and had 
torn tiiatstrip out. 

ANOTHER NO, 9, 

It was then learned that Dr. Lindley had 
hypethecited a certificate exactly like these 
two, With the Atlanta National bank, and had 
obtained a joan of $400 on March 16th, due in 
ninety days. ° 

Besides these certificates, Dr. Lindley had 
pledged thirty shares of Piedmont Land Im- 
provement stock with the Neal banking com- 
pany, and ten with the Atlanta National, as 
additional security 

Hie had placed some of the stock of tho 
Hapeville Land Improvement association with 
the Neal bank, but that had been settled some 
time ago, his original loan there being abeut 
SEO. 

When all these facts developed, Mr. Adair 
pronounced the certificates of the Farmers’ 
Improvement and--Savings association stock 
held by the Atlanta National and Maddox & 
Riucker as forgeries, and the only one on which 
the signature was genuine, being the one held 
by the Neal Loan and Banking company. 

This led to Dr. Lindiley’s arrest, and the

TENTS, “AWNINGS 
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THE SEWER CONTRACTS. 


D’ALVIGNY AND BACCHUS GO INTO 
THE COURTS, 


Asking That the City oe Enjoined From Letting 
the Contracts—Mr. §. H. Venable Replies to An 
Article in the Journal of Yesterday. 


Certain citizens have filed an injunction 
against the city of Atlanta, 

It grew out ot the Pease and Palmer con- 
tracts. 

Dr. Charles D’Alvigny and Mr. John T. 
Bacchus, through their attorneys, Mr. W. D. 
Eliisand Hon. N. J. Hammond, bring the 
suit. 

Mr. A. Stewart did not sign the Dill, 
as was stated in a_ local paper 
yesterday. Being a public otlicer 
he did not think it was proper for him to do so. 

The bill gives five legal reasons why the 
contracts awarded to Mr. Pease and Mr. 
Palmer should be set aside and considered 
null and void. 

THE LEGAL GROUNDS. 

First, the non-concurrence of the board of 
aldermen in the resolution passed by council 
to make the contracts for more than one year, 
even if the city had-the authority to do 50, 
renders the action null and void. 

Second, the making of contracts binding the 
city for a period of more than one year is 
illegal. 

Third, that not being accompanied with the 
proper r aflidavits, the bids w ere not made ac- 
cording to iaw. 

Fourth, that

the concurrence of the 
board of aldermen was on 
condition that such affidavits should have 
been furnished, and they were not, so that the 
law had been violated. 

Fifth, because Pease and Palmer did not 
deposit five per cent of the estimates for the 
five year contracts, but only $200 each, which 
was for only one year, and the ordinance had 
not been complied with. 

The petitioners asked that the contracts be 
set aside on these grounds.and Judge Marshall 
J. Clark put the case down for a hearing May 

A LONG BILL. 

A large portion of the city charter is incor- 
porated inthe bill, and the estimated cost 
of the work for five years is 
set down at $145,000 for sewers, and 8180,000 
for belgian block pavements, It is claimed 
that this will increase from year to year, in 
support of whichthe history of other contracts 
is cited. 

The petitioners claim that S. H. Venable is 
a member of the firm of Pease & Co., and hav- 
ing the contract for furnishing the belgian 
blocks, he desired to monopolize the street im- 
provements, 

The fight seems to be'between the two brick 
companies, and the further proceedings will 
be watched with interest by the people of At- 


lanta. 
What Mr. Venable Says. 

Mr. 8. H. Venable, one of the gentlemen 
interested in the new brick yard, and by whom 
the successful contractors are backed, presents 
the following communication consisting of an 
article which appeared in yesterday’s Journal 
followed by an article over his own signature. 

The Journal article say: 

Yes erday a bill of injunction was present ted to 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke, asking that the city be 
enjoined and restrained from aw arding @ contract 
for tive years to W. D. Palmer, and W. D. Pease & 
Co., for street and sewer work, 

This is a renewal of the fight between the old and 
new brick companies, whic fh crcated quite a —— 
in the city council when the contracts wer 
awarded, 

The bill was read by Judge Clarke yesterday and 
filed in the clerk’s office this morning. 

The bill states that the work for sidewalks and 
sewers would amount to $145,000 for five years, and 
thaton belgian blocks $180, 000, nnd wonld increase 
from year to year, and goes over a history of the 
letting of contracts by the city; thats. H V enable 
backed up Pease and Palmer, andthat Venable al 
ready had the contract for laying : belgian blocks, 
and wanted a monopoly of all the strect improve- 
ments. 

The bill is signed by the following persons, who 
represent themselves eg tax pavers: Charles D’Al- 
vigny, Andrew P. Stewart, John T. Bacchus, 

The bill further alleges that the firm of Pease & 
Co. is compesed of the following persons. W. D. 
Pease, 8. H. Venable, W. H. Venable and Charles 
Venable; and that 8. B. Hoytand James D. Collins 
went on Peas:’s bond, both being cousins of the 
Venables. 

Nearly the whole city charter is copied in the bill. 

Five legal reasons are given to show that the con- 
tracts let to W. D. Palmer and W.D. Pease &Co., 
are null and void, as follows. 

First: Ifthe city has authority to make such 
contracts for more than one year, the resolution to 
do so was void because not concurred in by the 
aldermaniec board. *® 

‘Second: Because tt is illegal for the council to 
* make contracts binding the city for more than ove 
year. 

Third: Because the bids were illegal for want of 
the proper affidavits. 

Fourth: Because the aldermanic board concurred 
in these bids on the condition that such aflidavits 
shou!ld have been made, andthey wera not made. 

Fifth. Because Palmer and Pease each deposited 
$200 with their respective bids, _ ch was not five 
per cent upon the estimated wor ior iiveé years, but 
for one year only, where the or linance required the 
amount upon the whole work deposited 

For thete reasons the petitioners asked that the 
action of the city council be set aside or ordered to 
advertise for new bids.
